ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam. 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting,  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 


or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ; or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  bo  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and,

nurserymen,  manufacturing  chemists,  druggists, 
and  manufacturers  of  sugar  from  beets  or  other 
products :

governed  by  the  following  regulations  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  same  : — 

1.  The  signal  to  be  given  by  a steamer  to  have 
the  swing  opened  shall  be  three  long  blasts  of  the 
whistle. 

2.  The  span  shall  be  opened  with  the  least 
possible  d'elay  upon  receiving  the  prescribed  signal, 
excepting  when  there  is  a train  actually  within  the 
“home  signals”  of  the  interlocking  system,  or  in 
motion  towards  the  bridge  between  the  “distant” 
and  “ home  ” signals,  in  sight  of  the  operator  in  the 
tower-house  of  the  bridge;  and  then,  not  until  after 
the  train  has  passed  and  is  clear  of  the  “ home  ” 
signal  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  bridge. 
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3.  (a.)  On  the  top  of  the  steel-work  of  the  swing 
span,  at  a point  about  50  feet  north  of  the  tower- 
house,  there  shall  be  erected  a double-arm  sema- 
phore signal,  the  whole  of  which  shall  be  painted 
white  and  the  arms  painted  orange-yellow.
